A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 4, 8, 13, 15, 16, 20, 25, 27, 28, 32, 37, 40, 44 and 45 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chan et al (5,351 ,146). Chan et al 
discloses M data signals (110), m parallel data signals (112), means for processing 
respective composite data streams received over the N channels to recover the M 
parallel data signals (see Figs. 5 and 6), means for dividing each composite data stream 
(1XN DEMUX), means for interleaving respective sub-stream (see Fig. 6). 

3. Claim 44 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yoo 
(6,519,062). Yoo et al discloses N channels (IP), M data signal (see Fig. 9), M parallel 
data signals (see Fig. 9) and means (Substrate) for processing respective composite 
data streams received over the N channels to recover the M parallel data signals (see 
Fig. 9). 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2, 14, 26 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chan et al (5,351,146). Using FEC encoded data is well known in the 
art for transmitting stream data. 

6. Claims 44-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The "the M parallel data signals" (claim 44, lines 8-9) 
lacks antecedent base. 

7. Claims 5-7, 9-12, 17-19, 21-24, 29-31, 33-36, 39/JH-43 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
